Senators Likely to Postpone the End­ 
ing of the Session Until After the 
St. Louis Convention—Several Bills 
Not 
Agreed 
Upon— Washington 
News. 
Washington, June 8.—W hether the 
senate shall be able to conclude the 
'work of the session this week will 
probably 
depend 
upon 
whether 
a 
quorum, can 
be 
maintained. Some 
senators are opposed to the passage 
of the general deficiency bill with the 
French spoliation claims and the store 
and supply claims allowed under the 
Bowman act omitted. Senator Harris 
makes no secret of his intention to de­ 
mand the restoration of these items to 
the bill, and says that he will not con­ 
sent to its passage without them except 
on a yea and nay vote. If he insists up­ 
on this a voting quorum will be neces­ 
sary. 
Several 
senators 
have 
an­ 
nounced their purpose of leaving the 
city early in the week and many 
others will depart about the middle of 
the week for St. Louis. Under these 
circumstances it is possible that ad­ 
journm ent may 
be 
postponed until 
after the republican convention, though 
there iWill be a very general effort to 
prevent this. 
The house managers 
have parlia­ 
mentary machinery in operation which 
will enable them to secure prompt ac­ 
tion on every proposition submitted 
by the conferees on the five remaining 


proposed cnanges 'in the 
wffiich became an actuality 
peal of that clause of the Wilson bill 
giving free alcohol in the arts and 
manufactures. 
Although the house committee on 
banking and currency devoted much 
time to dlsoussion of financial ques­ 
tions, it was able to agree on but two 
bills—one to permit banks to issue cir­ 
culation to the amount of the par value 
of the bonds deposited by them as se­ 
curity; the other for the organization 
of national banks in the smaller towns, 
neither of which was passed this ses­ 
sion. The only important hill recom­ 
mended by the house committee on 
coinage, th at for the adoption of the 
metric system of weights and meas­ 
ures at the beginning of the next cen­ 
tury, met with a temporary rebuff in 
the house, but will he brought forward 
again. 
The dairy interests of the country 
prevailed upon congress to enact the 
most im portant measure for their pro­ 
tection since the oleomargarine law, 
the “filled cheese” bill, which regulates 
the manufacture and sale of adulter­ 
ated cheese and imposes heavy penal­ 
ties for deceptions. 
Some of the important bills prepared 
by the committee were not given 
hearing in either house or passed but 
one house and will be on the calendar 
for consideration during the short ses­ 
sion if their supporters are able to 
secure time for them. Among the most 
impotent of these are: 
The 
Lodge 
McCall bill for an educational test for 
immigrants, with the Corliss amend­ 
ment to prevent the invasion of Cana­ 
dian day laborers; the Phillips indus­ 
trial commission bill, the Curtis bill to 
lessen the number of crimes for which 
the death penalty can be imposed by 
United States courts, the bankruptcy 
bill and the Pickier pension bill, all of

appropriation bills looking to an ad­ 
justment of the differences between I 
anti-option bill was killed by the 
the two houses. Instead of adjourn­ 
ing Saturday night, the house took a re­ 
cess until IO o’clock 
this 
morning. 
That action continues the legislative 
day of Saturday, which by a special 
order adopted on Friday was made a 
suspension day, and will enable the 
house to vote on any proposition after 
twenty minutes of debate. The differ­ 
ences between the two houses on the 
four supply bills (the sundry civil, na­ 
val, Indian and District of Columbia) 
are radical, but by mutual concessions 
the house leaders believe the differ­ 
ences can be adjusted so as to permit 
an adjournment Tuesday or Wednes­ 
day. 
In the naval bill the house has re­ 
mained firm in its insistence on four 
battleships and $425 a ton as the max­ 
imum cost of armor plate. To both of 
these items the senate has declined to 
agree and Saturday refused a compro­ 
mise. 
The senate insists on two bat­ 
tleships and a reduction of armor plate 
to $320 a ton. 
In the Indian bill the house has no 
less than four times voted for the im­ 
mediate termination of appropriations 
for sectarian Indian schools, as against 
the senate’s proposition to allow them 
to run until 1898; the house Saturday 
declined to accept as a compromise 
their termination in 1897. 
The main difficulty in the way of an 
adjournment 
by the 
middle 
of the 
week seems to lie at the senate end of 
the capitol, where a single senator can 
obstruct matters if he chooses until 
the quorum fails, when all chance of a 
sine-die adjournment 
before 
the St. 
Louis convention will disappear. 
If congress adjourns this week it will 
be the shortest so-called “long session” 
since that of the XXXVth congress, 
and one of the shortest in the history 
of the government. It is impossible to 
give the exact totals of the bills on the 
grand total of appropriations made by 
this congress, wrhich aggregate about 
$500,000,000, but the disbursements au­ 
thorized during the session will be dis­ 
cussed hereafter by Chairman Cannon 
of the appropriations committee and 
ex-Chairman Sayers, from the points 
of view of their respective parties. 
Tariff or financial legislation of any 
general character was abandoned for 
all practical purposes when the dis 
agreements between the house and sen­ 
ate were demonstrated by the fate of 
the two bills prepared by the house 
ways and means committee. 
Other 
lines of business were also tabooed by 
the house because of the alleged lack 
of revenue, notably public buildings, 
public and private claims and all sorts 
pf private bills entailing expenditures, 
except pension bills, to which last the 
usual amount Of time has been given.

The most noteworthy legislation per­ 
taining to the navy is contained in the 
appropriation bill. The house provid­ 
ed for fifteen new torpedo boats and 
four battleships, but the senate re­ 
duced the number of battleships to 
two and a conference is pending over 
th a t difference. The bill made provis­ 
ion for the enlistment of 1,000 addi­ 
tional seamen. 
The senate resolution to 
prohibit 
issue of bonds without authority of 
congress, one of the last important 
acts of the senate, was reported ad­ 
versely by the house ways and means 
committee. The only one of the many 


house committee on agriculture 
will not appear in this congress.

St. Paul, Minn., June 8.—The great 
storm which swept over southwestern 
Minnesota Saturday night resulted in 
the loss of several lives, the drowning 
of many hundreds of sheep, cattle and 
hogs and damage to property of over 
$300,000. The dead: 
J. W. CATTERSON, of Ash Creek. 
E. W. HUNTER, of Adrian. 
GEORGE ANDREWS, of Sabula. 
H. T. BULOD, of Murray county. 
All were drowned during the cloud­ 
burst, two of which struck that region 
between 5 and l l o’clock p. rn. 
The greatest damage was in Rock 
county, the most southwestern county 
of the state. The rain fell in such tor­ 
rents that the Rock river overflowed 
its banks and drowned live stock by 
the hundreds before they could get to 
the high ground. In the region of Lu­ 
verne the river was in places three 
miles wide. 
The water rushed into 
Luverne at such a rate that business 
houses were flooded many 
feet deep 
and their contents ruined. To add to 
the terror of the situation calls for help 
were heard at midnight all along the 
river. 
A rescuing party was organ­ 
ized and set afloat, but the swift cur­ 
rent upset the boat and the rescuers 
narrowly escaped with their lives. 
A 
second party was sent away as soon 
as possible and about twenty persons 
were rescued. 
It is not yet known 
whether anybody was drowned at Lu­ 
verne. 
Many of those taken off were 
found on housetops and in trees. 
Thousands of acres of crops were 
washed out and 
entirely 
destroyed. 
Many Luverne buildings were shat­ 
tered by lightning and hundreds of feet 
of the Burlington and Omaha tracks 
were washed out. 
Many railway and 
wagon bridges were washed away at 
Adrian, Worthington, Hastings, Bird 
Island and Tracy.

Estimate of OO T> r Cent of a Crop Said 
to Be Loo High. 
Topeka, Ku.:. June 8.—Experts say 
the recent report or the state board 
of agriculture, which 
estimated the 
yield of wheat in Kansas at 60 per cent 
of a full crop, was too high, and that 
the present conditions will not war­ 
rant a yield to exceed 40 to 45 per 
cent. 
During the past month great 
damage has been done. In the western 
one-third of the state drought 
has 
ruined the crop. In the eastern part, 
along the low lands, the floods have 
destroyed thousands of acres, and in 
central and southern Kansas the army 
worm has laid waste 
hundreds 
of 
fields, and the crop will not be worth 
harvesting. 
Forty million bushels is 
a reasonable estimate of the total yield 
in Kansas.

Des Moines, Iowa, June 8.—The cen­ 
tral committee of the ninth congres­ 
sional district met at Atlantic Satur­ 
day and selected Council Bluffs and 
June 30 as the place and time of hold­ 
ing the republican congressional con­ 
vention of that district. In the seventh 
district yesterday Madison county held 
Its convention to select delegates to 
the republican congressional conven­ 
tion to be held at W interset Aug. 4. 
Appanoose, Adams and Ringgold coun­ 
ties held conventions yesterday to se- 
ect delegates to the eighth district 
republican congressional convention to 
be held in Leon, Decatur county, June 
12. Congressman Hepburn secured all 
three districts without opposition and 
will be nominated by acclamation. 


Democrats Seeking a Loophole. 
Madison, Wis., June 8.—Positive ar­ 
rangements are now being made by the 
democratic party to test the apportion­ 
ment law passed at the special ses­ 
sion of the legislature. During the last 
week ex-Congressman Burr W. Jones 
of this city, who, with Senator William 
F. Vilas, will have charge of the pro­ 
ceedings, has held several interviews 
with Attorney-General W. H. Mylrea, 
and it is now said that a formal de­ 
mand will be made Thursday on that 
officer to bring suit to set aside the ap 
portionraent. Under Wisconsin pro­ 
cedure this suit has to be brought in 
the name of the state. 


H AS SIXTY COUNTIES. 


B u t L ittle D oubt T hat F ree C oinage Will 
W in Indiana'* D em ocracy. 
Indianapolis, Ind., June 8.—Another 
series of democratic conventions was 
held Saturday, and the action on the 
money question makes it certain that 
the state convention on June 24 will 
declare for the independent coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to I. Sixty- 
five of the ninety-two counties in the 
state have elected delegatee to the con­ 
vention, and the free-silver people have 
secured about 75 per cent, of the dele­ 
gates in these counties. So far not a 
single county has sustained the ad­ 
m inistration's position on the money 
question, and sixty of the sixty-five 
counties have declared by resolution 
for free silver. Gold-stanard delegates 
have slipped in here and there in coun­ 
ties that have declared for free silver, 
but it looks as if they will be so scarce 
In this convention as not to make much 
of a showing. 


Qnajltw Are Defeated. 
Pittsburg, Pa., June 8.—The

gheny county 
republican 
primaries, 
held Saturday afternoon, were the hot­ 
test in the history of the county. The 
result shows that the 
reformers, or 
Quayites, were badly defeated.
